STUDENTS' RIOT. 

Desperate Conflict Between Them 
and Chicago Police. 



The Officers in the Early Part of the 
Scrimmage Were Badly Worsted. 



The Student* Were Finally Put to Root 
and They Retreated to the Codec* 
Bulldlng-l-Twenty-Flve Arreat*

1 Chicago, Feb. 9. — Two thousand 
students of the Rush Medical college, 
the Chicago College of Dental larger; 
and the Marquette school engaged in 



policemen. The battle raffed, with in- 
termissions of peace, from uoon until

It was found necessary to summon 
police wagons from the Warren uv,- 
nne. Lake street and Dei Plainei 

the vicinity of the colleges uere 
black with people. Twice prison- 
ers were wrested from the police 
by the students. The students howled 
and jeered at the police. This defiance 
caused the police to lose control of 
themselves and they mailed madly 
about in a wild effort to arrest every 
one in sight. Brandishing clubs and 
revolvers, they chased the students in- 
side the college doors and forcibly 
took them from the buildings, When 
the riot wus over and peace reigned J."> 
students had lieen placed under arrest. 
The prisoners were taken to the Lake 
street station, where they were kept 
until nine o'clock, when the last of 
them was bailed out. 

The trouble began by the Student* 
engaging in a snow ball Bght in which 
the policemen interfered, and then 
the students joined forces and attack- 
ed the ofBoera For a time the row 
was good natured, but the fighting in- 
stinct came to the surface in a short 
time and numerous scrimmages result- 
ed. The grand battle began at 5 p.m. 
when the office-'* urrested Carl Case, 
the son of a professor in the dental 
school and who is said 
to have been innocent The 
students took him away from the offi- 
cers, and UtM when another prisoner 
was locked la a patrol box the students 
smashed the box, rolled the officer in 
the gutter and released the prisoner. 
During the light four students were 
badly clubbed and officers Sullivan and 
Brenuan were injured In a manner sof- 
' flciently severe to give them a lay-off 
Of one week Or thereabouts. 

OHIO'S CAPITOL. 



Columbus, O., Feb. 9.— H. Sheeler, of 
Chicago, has made a proposition to 
lift the massive capitol of Ohio and 
place another story under the struc- 
ture. Mr. Sheeler says he will ac- 
complish this remarkable feat for 
•SUO.OOO and Senator Miller, of Lick- 
ing county, has promised to introduce 
a bill to provide the funds for the un- 
dertaking. The present capitol is in- 
adequate to the needs of the 
various state departments, and the 
previous legislature provided for the 
remodeling of the structure. Plans 
have been adopted to this end, but the 
great expense that would be entailed 
has aroused opposition to the plans. 
The Ohio capitol, built of native lime- 
atone, is one of the most massive build- 
ings in the country, and covers 
more than two acres. It is esti- 
mated that there are many hun- 
dred thousand tons of stone in the 
structure. Mr. Sheeler proposes to 
raise this immense structure without 
disturbing a single occupant of the 
building. He would cut off the build- 
ing at the base and raise it with 
screwa This work alone would re- 
quire a forest of timber, thousands of 
screws and the labor of a thousand 
men for three weeks. The entire work 
-of completing the structure would oc- 
cupy three months.
